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The Extension Division maintains on its staff a co- 
ordinator of conference activities whose responsibility is 
to facilitate administration of the conferences, institutes, 
and short courses in which the University participates. 
The services of this co-ordinator are available to any 
interested group to aid in developing, planning, pro- 
moting, financing, and administering conferences in 
which the University can appropriately make some con- 
tribution. Many departments of the University in coop- 
eration with industrial, professional, educational and 
other civic groups now take part every year in a wide 
variety of such conference activities. 


For almost a decade conferences sponsored by the 
University have served annually many thousands of Ala- 
bama citizens by providing them with educational 
opportunities especially designed to improve their com- 
mand of some area of skill or responsibility of particular 
interest to them. 


Conferences at the University are not new; for 
many years numerous groups have met in the summer 
on the University campus for brief periods of time. Nor 
is the use of this educational device unique at the Uni- 
versity of Alabama. Many institutions of higher learning, 
both private and public, are giving emphasis to the use 
of this educational medium. Such institutions as the Uni- 
versity of Georgia, the University of Florida, Louisiana 
State University, the University of Mississippi, the Uni- 
versity of Tennessee, Rutgers, Michigan, Michigan State, 
Illinois, California, New Hampshire, and the University 
of Chicago carry on an extensive program of such 
services planned primarily to be of use to groups other 
than their resident students. 


The University of Alabama, particularly during the 
last ten years, has made extensive use of this means of 
educational service, taking part annually in some 60 or 
more carefully planned conference projects. Last year 
over 20,000 individuals were served in this way. 


Many groups come to the University campus an- 
nually for periods of from two days to two weeks to take 
part in study conferences or institutes. Such professional 
groups as the Alabama Bankers Association, the Alabama 
Broadcasters Association, the Alabama Probation and 
Parole Association, the Alabama Bar, and the Society of 
Certified Public Accountants have been participating in 
annual programs on the campus for more than a decade. 
The summer education conferences of particular interest 
to both the professional and the layman concerned with 
education, has been held for more than a quarter of a 
century.
